The search for more of the victims continued 
all day. 

Captain Ward, who was on 3 when the 
vessel struck, at once gave orders to the crew 
on watch to hurry the passengers onto the 
forward deck. At the same time the quar- 
termaster oa duty sounded the signal for fire 
drill, and within five minutes all the men 
were at their stations. There was no way 
of telling the extent of the damage to the 


vessel, as it remained on an even keel for 


fifteen minutes after striking the rock. But

Many Passengers Jump Overboard. 

While all this was going on Captain Ward 
was directing the passengers and trying to 
keep them from panic.

Some 
of these were picked up, others were 
drowned. The Chinese in the crew," to the 
mumber of over 100, were terrorized. Some 
of them huddled in little ups, chattering 
in fear. Others crouched close to the deck, 


moating pitifully. Many jumped into the 
sea. 
Captain Ward regpined on deck until the 
Wessel had settled to such an extent that the 
water was engulfing him. Then he went up 
ein the bridge and from there continued to 
igeue his directions, although by this time 
the confusion was so greafthat few paid any 
Attention to his commands. 


Bemains Afloat but Few Minutes. 

That the steamer sank almost immediately 
efter striking is the report of a majority of 
those rescued, Some of the passengers say 
that tt instantly Usted forward, and that in 
five minutes it went down, while others de- 
Glare that it staid afloat for half an hour after 
N Struck.

When, 
after hard and continuous bailing, we failed 


to reduce the volume of water in the boat, | 


we discovered that a plug was missing and 
the water was pouring in freely through a 
hole in the bot#em. One of the Chinese 
stuffed his cap into the hole and it was not 
long thereafter that we made the little craft 
more seaworthy. ate 
“While we were still bailing out the teat 
we saw @ light on the water and I ordered 
the ¢rew to pull in its direction, The oars 
were gotten out and we proceeded toward 
the light only to find that it was one of the 
bunker lights of the Rio that had gone adrift 
with ho one near it. Then we drifted around 
in total darkness. It was foggy. pitch black, 
and perfectly quiet. We heard no outcries 
and saw no people in the water, dead or 
alive, after we picked up the three Chinese 
and one Japanese. 


Picked Up After Many Hours. 

„Later we heard a steamer’s Whistle and 
rowed in the direction of the sound in the 
hope of being picked up and carried into the 
harbor. We did not get sight of the steamer, 
however. Later we heard a ship's bell. It 
turned out to be the bell of the Harbinger, 
which had anchored outside in the fog the 
night "before. About the same time a coast- 
ing steamer came in sight. I stood up and we 
all shouted. The Captain redponded from the 
bridge. We went aboard the Russian ship 
and received a hearty welcome. : 

„ think it could not have been more than 
five minutes after the ship struck before it 
went down. A moment after it struck the 
engineer reported the pumps would not work 
and the fires were out. I saw nothing of the 
Captain and don’t know what became 
him.” | 


Mail from the Orient Is Lost. 

The Rio carried a large mail, but out of a 
total of 200 sacks only eleven reached shore 
up to tonight. Ten sacks contained miscc!- 
lanéous mail. The eleventh sack had con- 
tained registered mail, but it had been cut 
open und all the contents stolen. Most of the 
sacks contained mall essed from Hono- 
lulu to Bastern States. There is little hope 
of recovery of any of the missing mall. as it 
was plied upon deck ready to be taken ashore, 
and the heavy ebb tide swept it out to sea. 
The registered mail consisted mainly of let- 
ters sent by soldiers in China to relatives at 
home. 

Five bags of newspapers are among the 
rescued sacks. There is one sack of mail 
from Tokio for Germany and one sack from 
Tokio for London, all th a bad condition. 
The mall from the United States military

Bodies Are Washed Ashore. 

Of the bodies washed ashore, many were 
those of Asiatics, members of the crew or 
steerage passengers. The white persons 
identified were Julia Dermann, the steamer's 
stewardess; Mrs. Wakefield, who had taken 
passage at Honolulu; and C. Dowdall of 
Shanghai, a barrister. 

Séveral persons counted in the first re- 
ports as of the victims later were found to 
be safe. H. S. Olcott, E. Secretan, and W. 
M. Castle and wife took passage on the Rio 
de Janeiro at Hongkong, but stopped off at 
Honolulu, intending to e passage by the 
next vessel. They were reported among the 
dead in the earlief lists. 


Twice Drawn Under Water. 

One of the life saving boats picked up G. 
Heins, a passenger, about half an hour after 
the ship Went down. He was greatly ex- 
hausted and is now seriously ill. He was 
twice drawn under the water by the suction, 
and as he came up the secend time his head 
struck a floating spar with considerable 
force. Half stunned, he grasped the spar 
and clung to it until rescue came. He says 
that several other people were saved by 
clinging to the spar which came so near 
stunning him and actually was his means of 
Salvation. 

At the instant the Rio went on the rocks 
Andrew Ademi, an Italian fisherman, was not 
@ great distance away in a small smack. 
‘Near to him was G. Albert, another Italian 
fisherman. Both men saw the Rio Janeiro 
in the gloom and marveled that it could be so 
close to the shore. 


Fisbers Go to Rescue. 

The next moment they knew something was 
wrong and sach headed for the ship. proceed. 
ing carefully in the fear they might be en- 
tangied in the wreck. They came near 
enough before the ship went down to hear 
the voice of some person through a mega- 
phone. The men who yelled at them tola 
them the ship was sinking and lost and to 
stand by with help, sending word to Sap 
Francisco as soon thereaf ter as they could. 

When the ship disappeared the Italians hur- 
ried to the scene. Adem! picked up three 


persons who were struggling in the water; | 


his small craft could hold no more. Then 
other ald. Albert,, however, had more room 
in his steam launch and he picked up a num- 
ber ok Chinese—he says he does not remem- 
ber just how many. These boats proceedca 
to Meiste wharf, where the rescued people 
were put ashore, Both the Italians then put 
back, after giving, the alarm, to the scene of 
the disaster, but found mo more people in the 
water. 
Man with Megaphone a Hero. 

They soon afterward came ashore. Ademi 
says that whoever the officer was who 
shouted to him through a megaphone, he was 
a man of surpassing coolness, He stood 
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Italians saw him go beneath the surface 
even at he poke. 

The Fort Point life saving crew was out 
drilling at 7:40 o'clock, when the fsh- 
ing boat With the first of the survivors passed 
in and reported the wreck. The rescued 
people weite taken ashore to the life saving 
station and the crew started out to the wreck, 
but there was nothing to be found. The 
south side crew was on the scene about an 
hour later, and ite Captain was of the opinion 
that all the Wretkage pointed to the fact that 
the Rio had blown up after sinking. All the 
woodwork is splintered, and other details 
known to seafaring men and too numerous 
to mention support this thoroughty. 


Others Lost on Same Rock. 

The Rio Janeiro is not the first ship that 
has come to grief on Mile Rock. About ten 
years ago the Frank Jones, an American 
deep water ship, struck it and went down. 
It was standing in half shore, blindly feel- 
ing its way through the fog, and those who 
recall the disaster say that the circum- 
stances attending it were about the same as 
the Rio's loss, with, however, @ far lees 
numerous casualty list. 

„The Rio's resting place is about half a mile 


- from the shore, a mile to the southward of 


North Head and a mile and a half to the 
south and west of Fort Point. The tide, chb

The steamer City of Rio de Janeiro satled 
from Hongkong on Jan. 22 for San Francisco 
via Yokohama, in command of Captain Ward. 
It belonged to the Pacific Mail Steamship 
company. 

The City of Rio de Janeiro was an iron 
vessel, built at Chester, Pu., ip 1878 by Roach 
& Son. It was 644 feet long, 38 feet beam, 
and 28.9 feet deep, and registered 3,548 tons 
gross and 2,275 tons net. 

‘The cargo of the Rio de Janeiro was valued 
at over $500,000. There was besides $600,000 
in treasure in the specie tank. The steamer 
itself was valued at from $650,000 to $700,000. 


CAPTAIN MAY BE A SUICIDE. 


‘Himself in Cabin to Meet 
His Death. 
San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 22.~There are 


several conflicting stortes concerning the 


fate of Captain Ward. The steward of the 
Rio says that he stood beside the Captain 
when the vessel went down. Two other 
survivors say that they also saw the Cap- 
tain to the last, but Frederick Lindstrom, 


the Quartermaster officer of the Rio, em- 


phatically declared that Captein Ward 
emulated Admiral Trion of her British 
Majesty's ship Victoria, in going down to 
his cabin, where he met his doom behind a 
locked door. | 

. Quartermaster Officer Lindstrom was one 
of the first to land at Meiggs wharf this 
morning, and one of the first statements 
he made was that Captain Ward had gone 
down with the wrecked steamer. Accord- 
ing to his story Captain Ward, after con- 
sulting with Pilot Jordan, came down from 

He was standing on the deck when the 
vessel crashed upon the rock. 

May Have Died in His Cabin. 
There was a cry of man the boats,” but 
it was apparent that in the midst of the awful 
confusion a systematic effort to save the 
passengers would be of no avail. Bvery- 
body was scrambling for his own safety. It 
was at this time that Lindstrom says he saw 
Captain Ward standing on the forward deck. 
Suddenly the Captain turned. and, walking 
hurriediy to his cabin, disappeared behind 
the door, which he closed. | 

A second later the vessel was plunging to 

the bottom of the sea. : 
Mrs. Kate West of San Francisco insists 
that Captain William Ward committed sui- 
cide just before his vessel went down. Mrs. 
West said tonight: 

“On the voyage over to Hongkong I was 
with Captain Ward at his table. He said one 
day: ‘If anything ever happens to my ship 
by which any lives are lost I shall go into my 
cabin and blow my brains out. I never could 
endure the disgrace of a wreck.’ 


Woman Declares It Suicide. 


Captain Ward also made the same state- 
ment to Dr. Wintermute, former surgeon 
of the Rio. Captain Ward was a Southerner, 
proud, and sentimental, but a strict dis- 
ciplinarian. Last night while the ship was 
anchored in the fog off the heads Mrs. Wild- 
man begged the Captain to steam in so that 
she could get home. He replied: It is 
better to be here than on the rocks.’ 

When the ship struck this morning I 
rushed on deck. Captain Ward was calm. 
He put me in a boat and thengbade me good- 
by and went to bis cabin: I saw him enter 
his cabin, and I have no doubt he shot him- 
self, as he was never seen again.” 


Francisco. 

Captain William Ward had been in the 
employ of the Pacific Mail Steamship com- 
pany for many years. He first entered the 
service as a cadet on the steamship Tokio, 
and in 1888 was aseigned to the command of 
the Rio de Janeiro. Later he was transferred 
to the Peru, then to the China, then to the 
City of Pekin. He was then placed incharge 
of the Rio de Janeiro again, and had been 
three years and a half on the ship when the 
disaster of today occurred. The Captain was 
38 years old and a native of North Carolina. 
He leaves a sister and two brothers, who are 
residents of Raleigh. |

STORIES TOLD BY SURVIVORS. 
Passengers of Wrecked Ship Relate 
Their ‘Experiences After Vessel

At last, 
after desperate efforts, I got loose and shot 
to the surface. Wreckage and bodies were 
floating around, but I couldn't see 200 feet. 
„ After swimming ten minutes I came upon 
a Chinese and a white man on araft. The 
latter would not give me a hand, but I man- 


Englishman appeared near by and begged 
me to save him. He was nearly exhausted, 
but I hauled him aboard. We spon drifted 
against two. other rafts and all three were 
lashed together by one of the ship's quarter- 
masters, who was in charge of the largest 
raft. When a fishing boat appeared he put 
mé and the other white men aboard and told 
the fishermen to report at once to the city. 
He remained on the raft with the Chinese. 
The man I saved was William Brander.“ 


| Garried Down with the Ship. 
William Brander Jr., a young Englishman, 
had. a narrow escape. He is 4 member of 
the London Stock Exchange and is on a 
trip around the world. When the ship sank 
he was carried down with it and, being en- 
tangled in the rigging, gave himself up for 
lost. Regarding the disaster he said: 
„The shock of the ship striking half awoke 
me. Getting out of my cabin on the upper 
deck I met Mr. Carpenter, who said there 
was time to dress. While I was putting on 
my clothes the light went out. I bomedi- 
ately made my way aft, where I met Mrs. 
Wildman, her little boy, and nurse. Consul 
Wildman joined the. group. The ship was 
gradually sinking on the right side Turn- 
ing round, I saw Mrs. and Miss Wakefield of 
Honolulu. 
„Captain Ward appeared at this time, and 
seeing Wildman and his family, asked Dr, 
O'Neil why he did not bring his boat in. 
The doctor said it was full of water and he 
couldn't. Then the Captain took Mrs, Wa-

put them in another boat. Seeing a life 
preserver, I put my arms through it just 
as the bow of the stéamer lurched and gave a 
plunge. I must have been drawn down 
in the vortex, for the next thing I knew I 
was struggling in the water.

Surviving Officers of the Wrecked Ship 


Tell of Thrilling Experiences 
After Disaster. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. Second Officer 
Graham Coghian was on the bridge with Ca)- 
tain Ward, Pilot Jordan, and First Officer 
Johnson, as the vessel was making port. The 
Rio had passed Point Bonita light, and a few 
moments later Port Point light was sighted. 
Then without warning the big steamer went 
crashing upon the rocks. 

Immediately everything was chaos. In the 
steerage below it was announced that water 
was rushing in upon the sleeping passengers 
and a number of the crew ran to the deck. 
Shortly after the shock the four big boats in 
the davits were lowered.

CHESTER LOST AT SAME PLACE. 


Vessel Sunk in Collision with the 
oceanie in 1888 Recalled by the 

| New Disaster. ey 

On Aug. 22, 1888, the City of Chester, an tron 


coasting steamer, was wrecked in almost 
the same place as was the Rio yesterday. It 


| left San Francisco about 9:30 in the morning 


on its regular trip to Eureka, on the northern | 
coast of California. An unusually large num- 
ber of passengers were aboard. About a half 


eoluntered a thick fog in the region of the 
Heads. The whistle was blown, and the 
steamer moved cautiously through the fog 
until Port Point was passed. 


Suddenly another whistle was heard. Cap- 


tain Wallace answered the signal and 
warned the strange vesse] to pass on the 
port side. It was tod late, however, and the 
Chester was struck amidships by the huge 
prow of the Oceanic, an Occidental and 
ss steamer just arriving from Hong- 
ong. | | 
The prow cut into the Chester's upper 
works and then crushed down the bulwarks, 
tearing away the great timbers and iron 
plates and breaking into the staterooms and 
cabins. For a few moments the two vessels 
were locked and many of the Chester's pas- 
sengers clambered up over the Oceanic’s bow 
and were saved: In less than five minutes, 
however, the Chester fell away and sank in 
fifty fathoms of water. 

Many Cabin Passengers Saved. 
Most of thé passengers were gathered on 
the deck of the Chester when the collision 
happened, and jumped overboard when the 
Steamer began to go down. All but ten of 
the seventy cabin passengers were picked up 
by boats from the Oceanic, Of the steerage 
passengers only two out of twenty-three 
were saved. 

The officers and crew of the Chester were 
seized with panic when the steamer was 
struck, and all discipline was lost. Some of 
the crew saved themselves by climbing , 
aboard the Oceanic, The steward and two 
sailors were drowned. One of the boats was 


lowered by the passengers, and many es. 


caped in it. When the Chester went down 
a boat from the Oceanic was drawn into the 
whirlpool, ut the officer in command and 
the seamen were rescued by another boat. 
In all about thirty-four persons lost their 
lives. “The ill-starred vessél, which was cut 
in two by the shock, sink in such deep 
water that it never was recovered. The 
boat was bullt at Chester, Pa., in 1875, and

The erash on the Chester was something 
terrible. The Oceanic struck us on the port 
side near the gangpiank. After the shock 
I hardly knew what.happened. The upper 
works of the Chester were apparently 
knocked off and the cabins were splintered 
into kindling wood. The wreck was scat- 
tered about in every way. I had a hard tima 
to get through the crowd, and the people 
seemed unmanageable. 

“It was not four minutes after the col- 
lision before the steamer went down. It 
filled so rapidly that it was an impossibility 
to get the passengers on to the Oceanic, and 
when it started to go it went down with a 
rush. I was among those on the vessel. I 
seized a piece of wreckage and was kept 
afloat. On every side of me people were 
struggling in the water. I do not see how 
the disaster could have been averted. The 
vessels came together in such a thick fog 
that it was barely possible to see.“ 


MARQUETTE CRIPPLED AT SEA. 


Liner Reaches New York After an Ex- 
citing Experience on the Atlan- 
tie Ocean, | 


New York, Feb. 22.—[Special.]~The At- 
lantic transport liner Marquette, minus two 
of the blades of its propellers, arrived four 
days overdue from London today. Captain 
Gates reports that the passage was a stormy 
one, gales, accompanied by high head seas, 
prevailing most ot the way to port. On the 
14th, when in lattitude 44° 37’ and longitude 
89° 58’, while weathering a fresh southwest- 
er, the first of the blades was broken off, 
The following day in latitude 43° 20° and long- 
itude 43° 33’ the second blade was carried 
away. For two days after this the vessel 
struggled along at the slowest possible speed, 
averaging from three to seven knots an 
hour. 

At 2:15 an the 17th the Manitou, another 
west-bound Atlantic transport liner over 
hauled the Marquette, and in answer to the 
latter’s signal for assistance bore down. A 
hawser was passed, and with the Marquette 
in tow the Manitou proceeded for port. 

Just after dark the hawser parted and, it 
being impossible to reéstablish the connec- 
tion owing to the roughness of the sea, the 
Manitou remained near. It was not until 7 
a. m. of the 19th that, after repeated efforts, 
the line finally was secured. The hawser 
held for 527 miles, until, when off Nantucket 
on Friday, it parted again. No attempt was 
made to use the line after this and the Mar- 
quette proceeded to port under its own steam. 

The officers of the Marquette say the acci- 
dent probably was due to the screw racing 
- out of water. Among the passengers it was 
said that the liner had sunk a barge while 
leaving Dover, and that this may have had 
something to do with the accidents. The 
Marquette will be docked and repaired. The 
passengers that had booked for it will sail 
on the Manitou instead. Among those who 
arrived on the Marquette were Morris Ansell, 
Robert Ansell, Miss Ethel Earle, Miss Har- 
riet Richards, and Miss M. Worthington. 


TO SHIVER AND SQUINT TODAY. 


Cold and Clear Weather Is Predieted - 
Snow's Glare Causes Irrita- 
oe tion of the Eyes. —

registered 1“ below zero at 8 a. m. and the 
highest point reached during the day was 
at 3 p. m., when 8° above was registered.

The coldest place in the United States was 
Havre, Mont., with 14° below zero, and Niles 
City, Mont., reported 4 below. Much suffer- 
ing was reported among the poor throughout 
the city.’ 

„ Squinting ” Habit Growing. 

Chicago people are acquiring the squint- 
ing habit. Many are suffering with eye 
trouble caused by the reflection of the bright 
sunlight from the snow which covers the 
city, Oculists doubt whether there is a real 
case of snow blindness in the city, but dealers 
report an unusual demand for smoked 
glasses. One optician declares that the eyes 
of Chicago people appear to be much smaller 
than usual since the last fall of snow and 
the habit of “ squinting ’’ is becoming 

ed. 

Snow blindness is one of the eye troubles 
with which people residing in the far north 
have to contend. The disease is common in 
Alaska, Canada, and in some parts of the 
extreme Northern States. Cases are said 
to have been found in Chicago, but there is 
no rellable record of them. . | 

Smoked glasses are the best remedy for the 
trouble, though in the far North it is the 
custom for persons afflicted to streak their 
noses with lamp black and rub it under their 
eyes. A local oculist suggests that black 
court plaster will make a good substitute for 
the lamp black. 

Residents of the suburbs and those whose 
work requires them to be out ot doors 
throughout the entire day suffer the most 
from the irritation of the eyes. ay 

Fail to Find Real Snow Blindness.” 

We have had an unusually large demand | 
for smoked glasses,“ said a representative 
of L. Manasse. We have sold more of | 
that kind of glasses during the last ten days | 
than during the whole winter before. 

1 doubt whether there is a genuine case 
of snowblindness in Chicago,’ said Dr. Ed- 
gar J. George. The disease is prevalent in 
the northern countries, but we are too far 
south. It is caused by an irritation of the 
retina and when a person becomes a victim 
of the trouble he must remain in a dark 
room until cured, the blindness being, of 
course, only temporary.“

the Northern regions,“ said Dr. E. A. Law 
baugh. Overstimulation of the retina 
causes the trouble. The last few days doubt 
less have beén a severe strain to the eyes of 
Chicago people, but there is not a genuine 
ease of the disease in the city...

Finds Possible Solution. 

At the request of Western merchants and 
manufacturers,“ said Mr. Foster yesterday, 
“I called upon Secretary Gage, when the 
question of the imposition of a countervall- 
ing duty upon Russiam sugar was under con- 
sideration. Being advised of the facts as 
presented by the Russian Legation, I was 
quite sanguine that a decision would be made 
that no countervailing duty should apply, as 
the prima, facie evidence was that no bounty 
was paid, as our manufacturers interpreted 
it, and the Russian representatives claimed. 
It, however, appeared that there was a ques- 
tion in regard jo the right of appeal from 
the decision of -the Secretary, that matter 
being then under consideration, and that the 
Secretary would have chosen to send the case 
to a higher court for final decision if it was 
possible. A way to do this has been found, 
which, I believe, will be a happy solution of 
the whole question, and I am sanguine that 
the final decision may be that the adminis- 
tration of the excise laws of Russia does not 
constitute the payment of a bounty to Rus- 
sian producers. 

“I know that Secretary Gage was greatly 
troubled over this question. He is an ad- 
ministrative officer, not a Judge of the law. 
Under the act of Congress it wag his impera- 
tive duty to levy a countervailing duty on 
sugar imported from Russia if that country 
by any “ bounty or grant directly or indi- 
rectly aided the exportation of that com- 
modity. The decision lies primarily with the 
Secretary. It was for some timea legal ques- 
tion whether any appeal could be taken from 
his ruling. If no appeal would lie, he was 
in the position of a final Judge in a matter in- 
volving most important consequences to our 
domestic industries and | 
lationships. 


Duty of the Secretary. 

A decision on Feb. 8 in the United States 
Court of Appeals answers in-the affirmative 
the question of the importers’ right of ap- 
peal. This left the Secretary in his proper 
position as an administrative officer. As an 
administrative officer it is his duty to have 
regard to the enforcement of the laws in 
their fair spirit and letter. 

To sum up, the question is much involved, 
not free from reasonable doubts. By the 
Secretary's action the rights of the importer 
and the rights of the government under the 
law are both reserved for a full, delibera- 
tive, judicial determination. The importer 
of Russian sugar can take his case before 
that tribunal. The Treasury department will 
facilitate in every way a prompt hearing. If 
the importer will not appeal he thereby con- 
fesses to such doubts on his part as deter 
him from so acting, or, by implication, re- 
fuses to submit his cause to that high tri- 
bunal which the law has expressly created 
to hear evidence, to determine facts, and to 
do even-ha justice in its doctrines.”

They 
are honorable, just, lawful, and inconceiv- 
ably valuable, and, once abandoned, we can- 
not expect a peaceful resumption of them.”

round the case. When the trial is begun 


‘| men who were hundreds of miles from the 


scene of the shooting may occupy seats in 
the prisoners’ dock. That the murder was 
premeditated the police are confident. Many 
arrests and an exposure of the workings of 
Italian secret societies may follow the con- 
fession of the murderers, which the police 
believe they will secure in a short time. 

Many motives which may have inspired 
the crime have been developed by the in- 
vestigation of the police and the revelation 
of the varied career of the dead man. Re- 
venge and the fear of exposure are the 
principal ones. 

Little doubt is entertained that Di Glovan- 
ni was lured to the saloon of Frank Moricl, 
57 Grand avenue, where preparations had 
been made to involve him in a saloon brawl 
and kill him. The refusal of the man to 
quarrel with the inmates, and his hurried 
exit, apparently had disarranged the plans, 
According to the story of Carlo Battista; 
the companion of Di Giovanni, he was fol- 
lowed from the place by four men selected, 
who closed about the man at the entrance 
of the dark alley, and without a word fired 
a fusillade of bullets at him. „ 


Three Italians Are Identified. 


Mariso, Antonlo Sparcini, and Angastina 
Lascola, now under arrest, have been identi- 
fied by Battista as three of the four men who 
fired the shots, and the fourth member of the 
party, referred to by the prisoner as “ the

eve he will be apprehended in a few hours, 
Battista, who was arrested while standing 
over the body of Di Giovannt, was taken to 
the County Jail Hospital, where Mariso is, 
suffering from a bullet wound fired during the 
fray, and identified him as the man who had 
pressed a revolver to the side of Di Giovanni 
and pulled the trigger. ‘ . 
Later Battista was confronted by Sparcini 
and Lascola. He identified Sparcini as the 
one who was standing closest to the wounded 
man when the powder smoke had drifted 
away and before he sprang to the assistance 
of his friend, who was staggering from the 
effects of the wound in his breast. ‘Lascola 
was declared to be one of the party, and the

Police Make Many Arrests. 
Seventeen arrests were made by the police, | 
and the cellrooms of the West Ceage 
Avenue Station were filled with members 
of the North Side Italian colony, many of 
whom have occupied the cells before for 
various offenses. During the day several 
of the inmates were taken before Inspector 
Kalas, and after a searching examinatiog 
were given their freedom. No attorneys or 
friends of the accused men visited them dur 
ing the day.. 

Among the men sought by the police to see

Di Giovanni, then known as Guilano Gam- 
bordella, which is said to be his real name, 
was arrested by Detective Murray of the 
Maxwell Street Station for the attempted 
murder of Palundo in front of a house at 825 
Jefferson street. 

The men had become engaged in a quarrel 
near Harrison and Clark streets in the morn- 
ing, which resulted in the worsting of Di 
Giovanni until his friends came to his rescue, 
Concealing himself near the home of Pa- 
lundo he lay in wait until his arrival, and, 
attacking him from behind, attempted to 
cut his throat with a razor. A bad wound 
was inflicted, and for several weeks the death 
of Palundo seemed probable. — 


Charged with Attempted Murder. 

Di Giovanni was held to the grand jury 
charged with attempted murder, but almost 
before the wound had healed Palurido de- 
parted from the town, apparently at the be- 
hest of some society, although he Was known 
to have borne the deepest animosity to Di 
Giovanni and to have sworn to be reverged.+

Witness Describes the Shooting. 


According to the statement of Battista, a 
quarrel had been forced on Di Giovanni sev- 
eral times, but he refused to become em. 
broiled, and when the opportunity offered had 
left the place hurriedly, placing his revolver 
in his overcoat pocket. About 150 feet from 
the saloon he was overtaken by the men, who 
had quietly followed him, and the first shot 
was fired before he had faced his assailants, 
As he drew his revolver Mariso is said to have 
stepped to Di Giovanni's side and pressed his 
weapon against the man’s breast as he fired, 
The return bullet of the wounded man struck 
Mariso in the mouth, and 4 cloud of smoke 
from the weapons obscured the participants 
from the sight of Battista. 

Battista stepped to the side of Di Giovanni 
as the men ran down the street, the tell-tale 
stream of blood that betrayed them flowing 
from the wound of the murderer. Battista 
then assisted the dying man to walk to the 
drug store at 180 North Halsted street, where 
he was arrested. 

The police believe that the story of the 
shooting related by Battista is a true one, 
but discredit his assertion that he was not a 
party to the plot. His denial that he was in 
the company of Di Giovanni during the hours 
preceding the shooting has been disproved,

Attack Is Made at the Oak Park

A num- 
ber of suspects were brought in, but as they 
could not be identified they were released. 


Thought They Were Passengers.

BECAUSE FRIENDS WORRY. — 


Relatives Living at 6020 Monroe Ave- 
nue Troubled by His Ways, It Is 
Said—Man Goes to MeCoy’s Hotel, 
Prepares Note and Statements, Then 
Shoots—Body Found in Afternoon— 
Other Suicides Caused by Despond-

The note was dated Feb, 21, 1900, and was 
addressed to the dead man's family. It read: 
Feb. 21, 1900.—To My Mother, Father, Sister, and 
Brother: I have decided after much deliberation 
that this is my only way to cease causing you 
worry, and trust that you will forgive me for this, 
my last, act. With love, | Tom. 
Beside the note was the statement: 
My name is T. J. Evans Jr. Notify H. A. Evans 
6020 Monroe avenue, Chicago. | 
H. A. Evans, referred-to, is a brother of 
the deceased. When seen last night at his 
home in Monroe avenue he refused to make 
any statement concerning his brother's 
‘death. It was learned, however, that Evans 
had been irregular in his habits, and the

Suicide After Quarrel with Wife. 
After quarreling with his wife Henry Bus- 
sau, 55. years old, proprietor of a dyehouse 
at 672 South Halsted street, went to his bed- 
room and committed suicide by shooting him- 
self in the left breast. He died almost in- 
stantly. Bussau was the founder of the 
Schiller Pleasure club, an organization which 
has a membership of several hundred.

BIG SUPPLY BILLS ARE PASSED. 


Senate Disposes of the Postoffice and 
Diplomatic Appropriation Measures 


After | 
Washington, D. C., Feb, 22.—Two of the 


great supply bills of the government—the 
postoffice and the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bille—were passed by the Sen- 
ate today. During the greater part of the 
session a proposition to discontinue the ap- 
propriations for fast mail facilities from New 
York to New Orleans via Atlanta, and from 
Kansas City, Mo., to Newton, Kas., was un- 
der discussion. By a decisive vote the Senate 
continued the appropriations. An effort was 
made to obtain an appropriation to continue 
the pneumatic tube service in New York, 
Boston, and Philadelphia, but it failed. An 
amendment was agreed to authorizing the 
Postmaster General to investigate the ques- 
‘tion of establishing a postal telegraph sys- 
tem and to report his findings to the next 
Congress. 

After a spirited debate the conference re- 
port on the Indian appropriation bill was re- 
jected and sent back to conference. 


Fight on Fast Mails. 
When consideration of the postoffice appro- 
priation bill was resumed the pending ques- 
tion was the motion by Mr. Rawlins to strike - 
out the two paragraphs providing appro- 
priations for fast mail service between New 
York and New Orleans and between Kansas 
City-and Newton, Kas. 
Mr. Vest [Mo.] opposed the motion. He 
J gaid he never had voted for any subsidy or 
bounty, great or small, but these appropria- 
tions were not subsidies, because subsidies 
were money given out of the Treasury for 
nothing. 
Mr. Thurston [Neb.], in support of the ap- 
propriation, made a facetious speech, in 
which he said Kansas was in an unfortu- 
nate position with its irrepressible conflict 
between the unlawful joint and the illegal 
hatchet.”’ 
Mr. Jones Ark. declared that the proposed 
appropration was as absolutely indefensible 
an expenditure of public money as ever had 
come under his experience. If,“ said he, 
“the railroads do not ask it. as has been 
stated heré, and the Postoffice department 
does not want it, in God’s name what is there 
behind it to induce Congress . the 
appropriation ?”

At 
this several delegates objected, and asked 
that Mrs. McLean be prohibited from speak- 
ing. The chair ruled that this could not be 
done, as the House had given Mrs. McLean 
the floor for ten minutes, and this time had 
not expired.

Alleged Kidnaper Writes: a 
Letter to E. A. Cudahy — 


WILL GIVE HIMSELF UP. 


Declares He ‘Weald: 
turned Before, but Feared —

Omaha, Neb., Feb. 22.~[{Special}-—B. A. 
Cudahy has received a letter—unmistakably 
genuine—from Pat Crowe, in which Crowe 
denies all complicity with the kidnaping of 
Eddie Cudahy and states that he will soon 
five Himself up. He also says he will ex- 
plain satisfactorily why he has kept in hid- 
ing. He says further that he has not sur- 
rendéred before because he feared lynching. 

The letter was dated at South Omaha on 
Feb, 15 and bore an Omaha postmark. It 

was doubtless received first by a confederate 
and then rematied here. Mr. Cudahy is 
vonvinced of the genuineness of the letter 
and so is William A. Pinkerton, who now has 
it in his possession at Chicago. 

The letter was received by Mr. Cudahy on 
Thursday of last week and was forwarded 
to Mr. Pinkerton. It was a lengthy one, and 
as Mr. Cudahy said this afternoon, “ con~- 
tamed a whole lot of rigmarole,” but the 
prominent feature of it was Crowe's repeat- 
ed denial of complicity in the crime, and his 
assertion that he was going. to give 

a Fears a Lynching Party. 

In his letter Crowe discoursed on the 
tense public interest manifested In the : 
and said he knew that when the public mind 
was in sich a state it was not improbable 
that he would be taken out of the hands of 
the police and strung up, in view of the gen- 
erally accepted conclusion that he was the 
head of the kidnaper gang.

Milwaukee Doctor Declares 
Young Women Are Injured by the 


HE IS INNOCENT. | 


ONE ARREST IN KANSAS CITY 


Nervous Strain. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 22.—[{Special.}—Dr. 
Richard Dewey, a specialist on nervous dis- 
eases, surprised the matinée girls today by 
declaring that the matinée habit is dangerous 
to the nerves. Dr. Dewey lectured to the 
mothers in council on nervous diseases 
among women, and in anewer to a question 
said: 

The matinée habit is certainly harmful to 
most young girls. The nervous strain that a 
young girl undergoes While witnessing the 
average dramatic performance ts exceeding- 
ly severe, and if often repeated is likely to 
great injury.“ 

The reply has caused consternation among 
the girls, and the theatrical managers, While 
the physicians agree with Dr. Dewey. Dr. 
W. 8. Becker said that excessive miatinée 
going Was injurious to young giris because it 
plays upon the emotions. He said there is no 
doubt the habit is pernicious. 

Miss Orphan Leavitt, the acting President 
of Milwaukee-Downer College, said she 
looked upon the matinée habit like any other 
form of inebriation and that it certainly is 
bad for girls. She said that care should be 
taken in choosing the pias to be witnessed 
by young giris, and that they should not be 
allowed to go to all Kinds ot plays. She said 
the college had no troubie with the habit, as 
it provided amusement for the girls on Pri- 
day evening and on Saturday afternoon, 
which supplied the necessary excitement and 
was of a wholesome kind. She thinks the 
givis should go to the theater, but ts strongty 
opposed to them having the matinée habit. 

Dr. Nellie Wentworth Cargill of the Wis- 
consin Industrial School ig positive in the 
deciaration that the matinée habit has a bad 
influence upon girls and tends to promote 
nervous trouble. 

Dr. George Ladd said he would not have 
girls see the strongly emotional plays, as 
they prey upon the nerves. 

The managers of the theaters claim that 
Dr. Dewey's ériticism is silly and that if 4 
girl should be forbidden to go to a theater 
because of the danger of affecting her nerves 
then she should not be allowed to go to 
church and listen to a sefmon where the 
preacher uses all of the tricks of oratory to 
play upon the emotions im order to excite re- 
ligious fervor.

We often think of Washington in connec- 
tion with our own Oliver Cromwell. Both 
came of old and honorable English families, 
and it is odd that it was the protectorate of 
Oliver which drove the great-grarndfather of 
Washington, a sealous royalist, to found a 


and Cromwell were the eldest sons of the 
junior branch of ancient and wealthy land- 
owners. Both had only elementary schooling. 

“Both were summoned before they were 


of Fairfax. Both were called after passing 
middle Hfe to direct an obstinate civil war 
and then to govern and organize a broken, 
distracted nation. 

“In this matter the task of Washington 
was infinitely greater than that of Cromwell. 
England at the close of the civil war was still 
an organic whole; and in the army of the 
Ironsides it had an overwhelming and solid 
force of disciplined enthusiasts, such as the 
world has but rarely seen. Washington's 
task as a soldier had been to organize into an 
army a floating body of raw volunteers, each 
of whom thought himself equal of every other 
citizen whatsoever, and tn wringing from local 
and jealous committees the essential supplies 
and funds. 


Tests of a Republic. 
There are three tests of the true republic— 


ond, that its sole object is the public good; 
third, that it is maintained by public opinion, 
and not by force. That is to say, public of- 
fice, all office, from the highest to the least, is 
a public trust—I mean a moral trust, pot a 
syndicate—and it is not a private property. 

It must rest on consent, not on War, and 
not on right or privilege. ‘This is not the 
same thing as an absolute democracy, or an 
absolute equality. Every citizen has an equal 
claim to serve the State, but every citizen is 
not equally able to serve it. if ali did 
ili served. 

The true republic needs the best. By best 
it means the worthiest, apart from birth or 
wealth. And the best must be acknowledged 
as such by common consent. 

“A republican myself from my youth up- 
wards, I am one who holds that the essence 
of a republic is more bound up with good gov- | 
ernment than it is with the active share in 
government by all citizens alike. The inter- 
este of all equally are more important than 
the right of any section or of any individual.

And as the wildest 
dreamer in Great Britain cannot conceiwe 
our two peoples being other than independent 
nations today we have nothing but honor for 
the hero who achieved the happy and inevita- 
ble separation. 
“Tn England we are accustomed to draw 
parallels between the career—though not the 
character—of George Washington and that 
of our great Protector, Oliver Cromwell, and 
of the founder of the Dutch commonwealth, 
William the Silent, Prince of Orange. All 
three carried on in mature life a long and 
desperate struggle in a fierce civil war against 
the tyranny of a retrograde King. All three, 
after beating back the armies of the tyrant, 
were chosen by their people to be the first 
chiefs of a new commonwealth. And all 
three showed an organizing genius of the flir 


“But the parallel beten William the 


case and more than a century in the other 
‘case. The direct and immediate work of 
Cromwell was quickly undone. His indirect 
and permanent work has to be traced in a 
number ‘of obscure and gradual effects. 
Oliver deeply modified the history of an old 
nation; he did not create a new nation. 

The analogies of William the Silent and 
Washington lie in this. Bach was the soul 
of an obstinate contest to secure self-govern- 
ment against-a great foreign monarchy. 
Both were men of birth and wealth, con- 


Both had to face 
defeat, disappointment, jealousies, discord, 
treachery, and panic. Both, when raised to 
supreme power, showed splendid public spirit

Advent of the Railroad. 


“After the close of war, when we had re- 
turned to our peaceful avocations, one of Hur 
brightest and most far-sighted young men, 
having in mind the great future as well as 
the great past of this town, settled in Tupelo, 
and afterwards became a member of this 
body and is now about ‘terminating a great 
career of sixteen yearshere. What this na- 
tion and this House owes to Tupelo for this 
contribution I leave for others to say. My 
modesty forbids my speaking ot it. Some 
fifteen years ago Kansas City and Memphis, 
appreciating the fact that if they ever hoped 
to Co any good as cities they must have di- 
rect connection with Tupelo, built a rail- 
road from Kansas City, through Memphis, to 
Tupelo. Birmingham, realizing that with all 
of its marvelous resources they could never 
be developed and properly distributed with- 
out direct railroad connection with Tu- 
pelo, saw to it that the road was built from 
Birmingham to Tupelo. 

“Mr. Chairman, during the discussion, on the 
river and harbor bill in this House recently, 
I heard so many statistics as to the tonnage 
of the various cities that wete seeking ap- 
propriations in that bill that it stimulated me 
to inquire into the tonnage at Tupelo, and I 
find that during last year there were about 
4,000,000 tons of freight passed through Tu- 
pelo. It was only the other day you saw in 
the great headlines in all of our newspapers 
that the Southern rallroad had purchased the, 
Mobile and Ohio railroad, running from St. 
Louis to Mobile, through Tupelo. 

The President of the Southern road was in 
‘Washington a few days later, and I met him 
for the first time, and in a conversation I had 
with him I gathered the reason for this pur- 
chase. It was that the Southern system had 
already about 7,000 miles of rallroad, which 
had cost them hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars; they found thie great system, after all 
this expenditure; practically useless to them, 
because they. had no direct connection or 
terminal facilities at Tupelo. They there- 
fore spent many millions more for 900 miles 
of railroad that would take them into Tu- 
pelo and give them good terminal facilities 
there. 

Many of you gentlemen have never been 
to Tupelo. I hope none of you entertains 
any idea of dying without going there. I 
should hate to have it said of any member of 
this Congress—for all of whom I have such 
a kindly feeling that he did not aspire to 
visit Tupelo before he died. I extend you 
all an invitation to come, and promise you 
a royal welcome. Come and go with me on 
College Hill some evening and see one of our 
Tupelo sungets. 


Silvery Tupelo Moons. 

“Come and see one of our Southern sil- 
very pelo moons! I think it is the only 
place he South where we have the same 
beautif moons we had before the war. 
I have often been asked about the size of 
Tupelo. I confess I have not been able to get 
the exact figures from the last census. The 
tabulating machines do not seem to have 
been able to work it out yet, but I can say, 
Mr. Chairman, that by sufficiently extending 
the corporate limits of our town. we can ac- 
commodate a population larger than the City 
of London. The truth is that our lands about 
Tupelo have been so valuable for agricul- 
tural purposes that we have not yielded them 
up for building a city as rapidly as we should 
have done. 

“IT can say, Mr. Chairman, that while there 
are larger places than Tupelo, I do not think 
there is any other place just exactly like it. 
Tupelo is near, if not exactly in, the center 
of the world. The horizon seems about the 
same distance in every direction. The sun, 


comes right over the town, and sometimes 
gives us a hot time in the old town. It is 
a great place for the investment of capital, 
where it will be welcomed and protected. 
Come early, gentlemen, and avoid the rush! 


This, Mr. Chairman, is a proposition to 
establish there a fish hatchery. We have the 
ideal place for a fish hatchery. Why, sir, 
fish will travel over land for miles to get 
into the water we have at Tupelo. Thou- 
sands and millions of unborn fish are clam- 
oring to this Congress today fer an oppor- 
tunity, to be hatched at the Tupelo hatchery. 
Now, Mr. Chairman, I only wish to say in 
conclusion that if there is a member here 
who wishes to have his name connected by 
future generations with that.of Judas Is- 
cartot and Benedict Arnold: if he wishes to 
have himself and his posterity pointed at 
with scorn: if he desires to be despised by 
men and shunned by women, let him vote 
against this amendment, and he will secure 
ail this infamous notoriety.”

EDWARD S. WILSON SAYS ISLAND 
GROWS BETTER. 


United States Marshal, in Letter to 
Charles Foster, Denies Stories of 
Nils Resulting from American 
eupation—Praises Officials and De- 
clares People’s Condition Is Im- 
proved in All Directions—Predicts 
Success of Republican Institutions. 


Fostoria, O0. Feb. 23.— [Special Corre- 
spondence. EX- Governor Charles Foster 
has just recetved a communication which puts 
to rout certain stories and disparaging re- 
marks concerning the American occupation 
of Porto Rico and ‘the officials engaged in 
inaugurating and establishing civil govern- 
ment in the island. 

The letter is from Edward 8. Wilson, 
United States Marshal, District of Porto 
Rico, and who was formerly editor and 
publisher of the Ironton Register. The let- 
ter follows: 


80th ult., received. yesterday, referred to.a 
lecturer who made disparaging remarks con-. 
cerning the American occupation of Porto 
Rico and the officials engaged in inaugurat- 
ing and establishing civil government in the 
Island. 

**I am somewhat surprised at both these 
reflections. I am quite sure they are unjust. 
As to the officials sent here by the govern- 
ment at Washington to carry out its purpose 
with reference to the island, I can say, 
from close observation and association, that 
I never knew a more devoted and unselfish 

of men. They are working solely for 

the interest of the island. Some have left 
positions. in the States that paid them more 
than their offices do here. Some remain 
here solely because the President has asked 
them to do so. They are diligent, intelligent, 
and honest in every effort. They are men 
of the highest character, and regard every 
act, personal as well as official, as intimately 
related to the welfare of the island. They 
are held in high esteem by the people. They 
are here, of course, temporarily, to intro- 
duce American methods of government in 
Porto Rico, and prepare the island for an 
automomy that will come when the island 
is ready for it. 3 

“I do not believe there could be found, in 
all the States, a body of men better fitted 
in moral character and business experience 
than the Governor and the Executive Coun- 
cll. And so with their subordinates, many 
of whom are Americans, who occupy here, 
as they did in the States, a high place in 
popular esteem. 2 


People Are Better Or. 


As to the accusation that Porto Rico ts 
worse off now than before American occupa- 
tion, I think those who make the accusation 
are far wrong. This morning I met a promi- 
nent and intelligent Porto Rican, a man born, 
raised, and in business here, and I bluntly 
asked him: Do you think Porto Rico was 
better off under Spanish control than ft is 
now?’ and he promptly answer: No, sir; 
there is no comparison. Porto Rico is infinite- 


opinion among Porto Ricans. 

*“* While there is some leaning toward Spain, 
it is rather sentimental and is observed for 
the most part among those who have pre- 
served their allegiance to the Spanish crown. 
But that is not decisive or active. I hear no 
regret that the Stars and Stripes wave over 
Porto Rico, and there would be many such ex- 
pressions if the change made matters worse, 
for now every man here can speak his mind. 

There is more liberty, more security, more 
enterprise, more business, more schools, more 
hope among the people of Porto Rico than 
ever before. These are the logical results of 
our free institutions, and the statement of a 
man is to be discounted who challenges the 
efficacy of the principles of our republic, pro- 
moting and securing the welfare of a people 
who have come under their sway. And yet 
there have been obstacles to a full fruition of 
American purpose, But these are accidental 
and temporary. The ravages of the hurri- 
cane of August, 1890, have quite disappeared 
from field, city, and river course. Nature lias 
covered all with a merciful hand. But some 
trouble lingers, and it-is the cause of most of 
the distress on the island. 

Mortgages Burden the Land. 
The great plantations here are mort- 
gaged to the men who operate them. Those 
men borrowed money. on anticipation of 
crops of sugar and coffee. The hurricane de- 
stroyed the crops. -On this account the pay- 
ment of mortgages was suspended by Wash- 
ington authority till Jan. 19,1901. It was lett 
with the insular Legislature whether to ex- 
tend further or not. The doubt locked up the 
money. This stified business and stopped 
work on the farms. It was severe on the 
laboring people. It crowded the cities with 
unemployed. Coneequently there was much 
want. All this; and, I believe, worse, would 
have happened had there been no American 
occupation. The time Umit for foreclosure 
was not extended. The bill to this effect 
originated: in the House of Delegates, which. 
{e solidly rto Rican. Even now there are 
signs of better industrial and commercial 
conditions, and want has notably decreased 
everywhere. 


Natives Adopt Republican Customs. 


“Of course, the problem is open as to 
whether a.tropical people will adapt itself to 
republican institutions, but as time passes 
the soluti seems to incline toward the 
affirmative: The Porto Rican temperament 
is not indifferent nor stolid. It was always 
restless under Spanish absolutism. It prom- 
ises to be reliant and contented under Ameri- 
can independence. It is taking to politics, 
education, business, and public affairs with 
a degree of interest and intelligence that be- 
comes the citizenship of a great republic. A 
better habit of life and thought will follow, 
and Porto Rico will not be unworthy of the 
proud relation she holds to the United States.

WEEKLY REPORT SHOWS BUSsI- 
NESS IMPROVING IN EAST. 


North Atlantic Section Catching Up | 


with Rest of the Country—Tone Ret- 
ter and Few Complaints Are Heard 
Wool Active, but Conditions and 
Prices Are Far from Satisfactory— 
Tron and Steel Mills Busy. 


New York, Feb. 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

Business in the East, and particularly 
along the North Atlantic coast, has been 
catching up with the rest of the country a 
litthe this week, so that in the few lines where 
complaint has been heard locally of late the 
tone is better. This comes from the working 
off of retail stocks which owners feared 
would have to be carried over until next 
season. 

In builders’ hardware the buying has 
been notably better and the distribution 
in the grocery jobbing trade has been 
given a considerable stimulus, Even 
the laggard dry goods market has shown a 
good measure of improvement, although 
in cotton goods there is still much to be de- 
sired, for the larger buying has not brought 
any improvement in general tone, and in 
some directions the market is slower than 
a week ago. From the interior advices are 
almost uniformly favorable, with a heavy 
movement of general merchandise and farm 
implements over the Northwestern railroads. 


Activity grows more pronounced in wool, 
sales at the three chief Eastern markets 
aggregating 8,528,500 pounds for the last 
week, against 6,972,600 in the previous week, 
and 2,893,400 a month ago. Although trans- 
actions are heavier than at any time in over 
a year, the situation is far from satisfactory, 
as each week brings a lower level of prices. 
There is little evidence of a better demand 
for goods, and while some holders of wool 
are sacrificing stocks in order to make room 
for the new clip the actual supply is not 
materially decreasing. Purchases are larger 
because of the feeling that prices must be 
near the bottom, and this impression is deep- 
ened by statements that the average is now 
down to the point from which the great ad- 
vance began in 1899. It is not down to that 
point by more than half a cent, however, al- 
though a few grades are nearer the price on 
May 1, 1899, than the general average. 

Unless manufacturers receive larger orders 
and reduce excessive stocks before supplies 
are augmented by another clip it is difficult 
to see why prices should advance, even if 
they are at the level of two years ago. 

The other large textile industry is in not 
much better condition. Instead of being able 
to advance prices of cotton goods in propor- 
tion to the high quotations recently made 
for raw cotton the mills are meeting with 
light demand, and even at the reduction to 
three cents for print cloths there is no 
activity. Many milis have already restricted 
operations and more will stop spindles on 
March 1. When the raw material was ad- 
vanced to the highest price in ten years it 
could not defy the law of supply; demand, and 
prices, which ultimately restores an equilib- 
rium. 

On Tuesday a decline to $138.75 a bale from 
the top point had occurred, making it possi- 
ble to manufacture at a profit, but this does 
mot help mills which have goods on hand 
made from cotton purchased before the fall 
to the lowest price in eight months. 

Footwear is firmly held at unchanged 
prices, with good buying of spring lines in 
the Boston market. Western trade is less 
active and some orders have been counter- 
manded Leather is firmer, with exceptional- 
ly large sales, ie | 

Tron and Steel Mille Busy. 

No diminution appears in the movement of

Pig iron ts freely bought, and prices 
tend upward Billets and other partially 
manufactured forms are firmer, and finished 
goods would command high prices if im- 
mediate delivery could be secured. Struc- 
tural shapes are still a feature, with large 
operations, pending in bridges and track ele- 
vation. More coke ovens are added to the 
active list, making the output much heavier 
than at any recent date. a 

Lumber and materials are in good demand, 
owing to extensive preparations for spring 
building, and at Buffalo there is spectal ac- 
tivity on account of hotels and other work in 
connection with the exposition. Grain mar- 
kets are devoid of wide fluctuations, al- 
though many reports are circulated regard- 
ing the condition of winter wheat. It is too 
early to secure definite information; and 
traders are not influenced by rumors. News 
from India and Australia indicates a larger 
crop than last year’s. 

Failures for the week were 253 in the United 
States against 201 last year, and thirty-nine 
in Canada against thirty-three last year.

THE IRON AND STEEL COLOSSUS. 

Elsewhere in this morning's paper will be 
found an editorial from the New York 
Times which gives excellent advice to Mr. 
J. P. Morgan and the other promoters of 
the United States Steel company, which is 
being organized with a stock and bond cap- 
italiaation of $1,100,000,000. 

Tub builders of this huge industrial struc- 
ture are warned that its stability will de- 
pend upon thé policy they shall adopt. The 
public must derive benefits from the great 
corporation or not all the efforts of the 
multi-millionaires who are behind it can in- 
sure it a lasting life. To live it must pro- 
duce cheaply and must use its advantage 
to extend the market for its products in for- 
eign countries and to maintain low prices to 
domestic consumers. 

The adoption of this course will be in 
part a new departure. Hitherto it has been 
the indefensible policy of the great steel 
manufacturers to sell more cheaply to for- 
eigners than to Americans, though the latter 
are their best customers. These manu- 
facturers have felt that they could do this 
with safety because a tariff wall shelters 
them from the possibility of competition in 
the home market. Having the power to 
discriminate against their own cOuntrymen, 
they have exercised it without the slightest 
hesitation. 

There has been much complaint ot this 
practice. It has become more vehement as 
the size ot the corporations which have been 
the chief offenders has increased. It is pro- 
posed now to call into being a steel and iron 
colossus which shall be the master of these 
industries in this country. Men who have 
seen dangers in the establishment of a cor- 
poration with a capitalization of one or two 
hundred million dollars will believe that a 
corporation with a capitalization of more 
than a billien dollars, having unchecked 
control of a great industry, must not be put 
up with, especially if it shall make use of 
that control to sell cheap to foreigners and 
dear to Americans. The only justification 
for the existence of such a corporation will 
be a lowering of the price of its products, in 
which Americans as well as foreigners shall 
participate. 

Whatever may be the policy of the United 
States Steel company, it is certain that it 
will not need the protective duties of the 
iron and steel schedule of the Dingley law. 
It is admitted that the American manu- 
facturers of these products can undersell 
the world now and can do so indefinitely. 

Yet there are tariff-mongers who say these 
duties should not be touched. They pre- 
tend to be disturbed about the so-called 
“small producers.” This solicitude for 
the welfare ef these small producers 
would be wasted if genuine. It is not gen- 
uine or sincere. Duties or no duties, the 
smaller mannfacturers will have little 
chance in competition with this colossus 
which is soon to bestride the country. The 
United States Steel company, with ifs cup 
italization of $1,100,000,000, will make 
short work of domestic competitors when it 
pleases, and will be able to take care of 
itself in contests with foreign rivals if iron 
and steel and their products are put on the 
free list. 

Consequently the first thing Congress 
should do is to make almost a clean sweep 
of the duties set forth in the iron and steel 
schedule. The duties on a few articles may 
be permitted to remain for the present, but 
the- bulk of them should go. They are no 
longer needed. They have ceased to be 
beneficial and have become harmful. - 


| A SLAP AT A LOBBY. . 
The House refused to make provision 
in the -postoffice appropriation bill for the 
maintenance of the pneumatic tube service 
in New York, Boston, and Philadelphia. 
One reason for its action was the exorbitant 
‘rental paid by the government in New York. 
It amounts there to $37,783 per mile. 
The men who are interested in the con- 
tinuanee of a service so profitable to them 
sought relief in the Senate. An amendment 
was introduced there appropriating half a 
million dollars—the sum being afterwards re- 
duced to $224,000—for the maintenance of 
the pneumatic tube service in the Eastern 
cities which have been mentioned and for 
its extension to Chicago and St. Louis. 
After an animated discussion lasting for 
two days the Senate decided that the amend- 
ment was not in order. It is said that this 
decision was not due so much to disbelief 
in the utility of pneumatic tubes for postal

HONEST EXAMINERS INDISPENSABLE.

tion for oilers, with a view to the fraudulent 
marking of some of the papers. |

Its chief lesson is the one which has been 
but too many times illustrated already under 
the present administration—namely: that 
the civil service law éan serve its purposes 
only when administered in all particulars 
by honest men. A board. of complaisant 
or corrupt examiners can in almost any case 
nullify the intent of the law. They may 
easily know the handwriting of favorites, or 
learn their examination numbers, or dis- 
cover their identity from their statement of 
experience—especially if they were sixty- 
day men. | 

It is imperative thus that examiners should 
be persons of known integrity and exempt 
from special temptation. It is quite con- 
ceivable that this particular breach of honor 
is due to the debauched morals on this sub- 
ject which the present Mayor is responsible 
for. But in any event greater caution is 
urgently demanded on the part of the Civil 
Service commission in choosing examiners.

TECHNICALITIES DEFEAT JUSTICE. 

Richard Gunning, once Assessor of the 
Town of South Chicago, was indicted for 
offering to reduce for a consideration the 
assessment on a certain piece of real estate. 
He was tried and the evidence convinced 
the jury that the Assessor had offered to 
receive a bribe. He was found guilty and 
sentenced to pay a fine. The Appellate 
Court sustained the verdict. The Supreme 
Court has reversed it. 

It does so because it believes the trial 
court erred in refusing to quash the in- 
dictment when the point was made that it 
did not say that the lot, the assessment 
of which Gunning was willing to lower, 
was situated in South Chicago. The de- 
fendant and his counsel knew what town 
the lot was in. So did the jury. Formal 
proof of its location was submitted during 
the trial. Nevertheless, the court holds 
that the flaw in the indictment is fatal, al- 
though, the jury was not influenced by it 
in arriving at a verdict.. The evidence con- 
vinced it that Gunning offered to accept a

The Judges of the Supreme Court can 
quote innumerable precedents for their de- 
cision, At a time when the criminal law 
was infifiitely more harsh than it is now 
decisions such as the Supreme Court has 
just made served to mitigate in a small 
measure the severity of the law and were 
praiseworthy. They are not now, If the 
Supreme Court deem itself bound to reverse 
a verdict when the circumstances are what 
they were in the Gunning case and thus 
defeat or delay justice, then the Legisla- 
ture should try to emancipate the court frem 
‘its slavery to precedent. It should enact 
a law to the effect that such flaws in in- 
dictments as the one which has been men- 
tioned shall not justify the reversal of a 
yerdict which in the opinion of the jury 
and Judge is warranted by the evidence. 


THE STATE CHARITIES BILL. 
The chief feature ot the report of the 
State Board of Charities is its recommenda - 


ment of the State charitable institutions. 
It advises tliat the numerous unsalaried 
local boards of trustees which now adminis- 
ter these institutions and the present State 
Board of Charities itself, which is also un- 
salaried and is essentially an inspecting 


administration, composed of three salaried 
members, who shall have charge of all the 
State charities, shall devote their entire 
time thereto, and shall adopt civil service 
tests for appointments. | 
These features of the report were dis- 
cussed and approved by the board at its 
annual meeting a few months ago at Cham- 
paign and a subcommittee was appointed 
to draft a bill accordingly. They were also 
discussed a little later at a meeting of the 
Union League club by members of the board 
and by Governor Mount of Indiana: The 
| bill, having been drawn with much care, 
was finally approved by the board on 
Wednesday and submitted to the Governor 
for suggestions. In addition to its require- 
ment for civil service regulations, it pre- 
scribes that contracts must be let on pub- 
lic tenders, provides for a single disbursing 
officer, introduces certain important safe- 
guards respecting accounts, and is ap- 
parently a well conceived measure. | 

Objecting delegations are being sent to 
the Governor from local boards of trustees, 
whose existence and patronage are threat- 
ened, but it is believed that he thinks favor- 
ably of the bill. -It is proper to assume that 
he does, because under the proposed system 
a State administration will be able to man- 
age the different institutions with greater 
economy and less friction than at present 
and with less likelihood of scandals, There- 
fore, whatever influence a Governor may 
exert legitimately can be used to advantage 
by Governor Yates in promoting the reforms 
suggested by the State Board of Charities. 
They will be of service to him as well as to 
the people. 

The bill ig based largely upon a similar 
statute which is in successful operation in 
Iowa, and promises more humane, efficient, 
and business-like administration of the 
State’s fifteen charitable institutions, with 
their annual disbursements of two million 
dollars, their nearly two thousand employés, 
and their average of almost ten thousand 
inmates. 


CORRUPT COURTS IN PORTO RICO, 

Mr. W. T. Abbott, an American lawyer 
who has been in Porto Rico for eighteen 
months, has come to Washington to favor 
a bill for giving a larger jurisdiction to the 
United States court in that island. His 
account of the hopeless corruption of Porto 
Rican Judges is a sufficient explanation of 
why the Spanish, French, German, and 
American citizens are hoping that the 
United States court in the island will be 
given as broad a jurisdiction as possibl& 
He says it is impossible to get justice in 
any important case before a native court. 
The side that pays the largest bribes wins 
the suit. The Porto Ricans think nothing 
of this, for it is the only kind of justice they 
have ever known. Their attitude on the 
subject is shown by the grounds on which 
they favor three Judges in each court in- 
Stead of one. If we have only one Judge,” 
remarked a litigaht, the other side would 
certainly buy him, but if there are three that 
will give both sides a fair show.”

“Pour Great Venetians.” By Frank 

Preston Stearns. G. P. Putnam's Sons. 
wm admirer of Venetian art will read 
with keen satisfaction Mr. Stearns’ 
latest Volume on great painters and 
their masterpieces. Under the title of 
„Four Great Venetians ” he has writ- 
ten, in a manner as attractive as it is able, 
of the works of Giorgione, Titian, Tinto- 
Nette, and Paul Veronese. In styling these 
ters the four great Venetians, Mr. 
Stearns would evidence no desire to belittle 
the genius or the creation of other well- 
known painters of the fifteenth and sixteenth 
eenturies. He recognizes and acknowledges 
the debt Venetian art owes to the Vivarini 
and the Bellini, and he states in so many 
words that Lotto, Pordenone, the Palmas, 
Paris Bordone, Bassano, were all artists of 
genius—and few in the present century have 
equaled them,“ but he maintains that to 
them with Giorgione, Titian, Tin- 
tpretto, and Veronese is like comparing the 
och Highlands with the snowy peaks of 
Grindelwald. 
Seontains the less. It is these four grand 
masters who represent Venetian art to us 
and whose works form its sum and sub- 
stance.’ Certain art critics who still can see 
Mitie of worth in the paintings of Tintoretta 
might question Mr. Stearns’ placing of the

tic of all artists. Hear him as he speaks 
of the works of this master who was pos- 
pessed ot the finest nature with which a 
painter has ever been endowed!" ° 
No person of sensibility can stand before one of 
his paintings without being penetrated by an in- 
uence which is like sweet strains of music. His 
compositions have not only a style, but an at- 
mosphere, which is like the climate of a ste- 
vious. enchanted land, where summer weather 
would never cease and every day would bring de- 
ent.

FORKIGN EVENTS OF THE WEEK. 


The Irish members of Parliament, now 


in many years, made their first. demand on 


mons last Thursday. Led by John Redmond, 
they offered an amendment to the address in 
reply to the speéch from the throne favoring 
a system of compulsory sale of lands in Ire- 
land. The amendment was rejected by a vote 
of 285 to 140. 

The significance of the incident lies not so 


mone as in the apparent willingness of the 
Liberal members to support it. Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman announced his inten- 
tion of supporting the proposal, and his in- 
fluence may be measured by the vote by 
which the Redmond amendment was re- 
jected. There are eighty-two Irish Nation- 
‘alists in the House of Commons, and the 
amendment received 140 votes, indicating 
that fifty-eight members voted with the Irish 


representatives, 


In the fiscal year 1899-1900, covering the 
first twelve months of the struggle in south 
Africa, the war cost the British taxpayers 
$115,000,000 in addition to the regular army 
expenditures om a peace basis. For the fiscal 
year 1900-1901 the estimated war charges are 
$188,983,000. 

Taxes in Great Britain are already burden- 
some. According to the figureg recently 
printed In the Daily Mall Year Book the share 
of each man, woman, and child in the United 
Kingdom is $18.66. 

These taxes must be added to, for there is 
already a deficit of $90,410,000 in the treas- 
ury report, and the estimated deficit at the 
end of the present fiscal year is 6248, 000, 000. 


It is persistently reported from Berlin that

The 
line is already completed from the European 
frontier to Lake Baika) and several hundred 
miles beyond to Stretensk. he road has 
also been constrected northward from Port 
Arthur nearly to Harbin. A gap of about 700 
miles yet remains to be completed before the 
traveler can go across Europe and Asia by 
rail. 

Serious alarm is felt in several European 
capitals over the disturbed condition of the 
internal affairs of Servia. Last Sunday King 
Alexander was hooted on the streets, while 


a mob surrounded his palace and stoned the 


windows. A formidable movement is on foot 
to overthrow the dynasty. The Cabinet has 
resigned and business is practically at a 
standstill, | 

The people of Servia are so hopelessly 
divided on political questions that there is 
little national spirit left. There are three 
political parties, the Radicals, Liberals, and 
Progressives. 

The Radicals include the bulk of the peas- 
ants and are not unfriendly to Russian inter- 
ference in the government. The Liberals con- 
sist chiefly of the population of the cities and 
towns, and they, too, are Russophile. 

On the other hand, the Progressives favor 
Austrian support. Between the intrigues of 
the Austrian and Russian agents the country 
is in a constant turmoil It seems to be gen- 
erally agreed that sooner or later the little 
kingdom will fall to one or the other of the 
two powers. Either would step in and as- 
sume contro} but for fear of the wrath of the 
other European powers. 


A new census of Italy, the first in twenty 
years, has just been finished, and it shows a 
population of 85,000,000, with a ratio of in- 
crease greater than that of any other country 
in Europe for the same period. 1 

The result of the census is a surprise to the 
people of Italy, as the emigration to the 
United States and South America has been 
heavy—5,000,000 being the estimate for the 
twenty years. | 

Despite the confusion of the government, 
the constant changes in the ministry, and 
the heavy burden imposed by undue army 
expenditures, Italy has been showing favor- 
able progress along industria) and commer- 
cial lines within the last few years. If the 
heavy expenditures imposed by the neces- 
sity of maintaining a large standing army to 
meet the requirements of the triple alliance 
could be removed Italy’s finances would 
be in a healthful condition.

Rockefeller were ten times the giants t 
are. That is, this colossus must — 4 
a public benefit, fruitful or economic gain. 
There are manys ways open to it. There is 
the familiar economy of consolidation, the 
saving which all the trusts are supposed to 
effect by canceling out factors of wasteful 
Guplication. Sometimes they do, some- 
times they don’t. For the new steel com- 
bination this is a vital necessity, for ite lite 
depends on its success in maintaining a low 
cost of prodtction. It must depend upon 
low cost of production for two things— 
the power to do its part in retaining 
and increasing the hold of this country upon 
foreign markets; and the ability to maintain 
low prices to domestic consumers. 


Under Tariff Protection. 

Under tariff protection many American 
manufacturers have grown rapidly rich by 
the practice of selling cheap to foreigners 
and dear to their own countrymen, discrim- 
inating against their best and largest cus- 
unwise, in 
the present state of the public temper, for 
&n $800,000,000,000 corporation to adopt that 
policy. We now produce iron and steel 
cheaper than any other country. Shell the 
benefits of that low cost of production inure 
exclustvely to foreigners? If so, the Amer- 
ican people will know the reason why. 

The United States Steel company’s er- 
_pectation of life, then, depends upon its abil- 
Ity to promote prosperity by broadening the 
market at home and abroad. It will attempt, 
of course, to find new foreign markets that 
will swell the volume of its business and of 
our manufactured exports. t.will aug- 
ment the national wealth. If, through wis- 
dom and good management, it ig also enabled 
to maintain low prices at home, the country’s 
business will be benefited and i prosperity 
further promoted. 


Ought to Prevent Panic. 


There is another way in which an eight- | 


-hundred-million-dollar corporation ought to 
benefit the people from whom it derives its 
right to do business. It ought to stand as a 
great bulwark against the worst -conse- 
quences of industrial prostration and finan- 
cial panic. 

When the next period of stagnation and 
disaster Visits us the few men in control of 
the tron and steel industries of the country 
will try to keep their employés at work on 
foreign orders, or to avert greater calamities 
will sacrifice their own profits for a time. 

They are sensible, of course, of the vast 

social obligation they assume in becoming 

responsible for the wages and daily bread 
of so great a part of the community. 

| We may dismiss as unimaginable the pos- 
sibility that the United States Steel company 

can, as a whole, ever become bankrupt. That 
would be a calamity more appalling than has 

ever visited the business of any country. If 
the great financiers and experienced pro- 


moters associated in this combination have 


not so assembled its parts that one or several 
can break without smashing the whole, they 
have organized for some futhre day a catas- 
trophe for whose consequences nothing they 
have ever done or ever will do could atone. 


Audacity of the Undertaking. 

The public has seemed to lose its breath 
at the audacity of their undertaking. Trusts 
and monopolies are up for a good deal of de- 
nunciation in these days, much of it aimless 
and stupid, but some reasonable and justified 
by the specific offenses of predatory combina- 
tions, Four months ago 6,800,000 Americans 
voted for a Presidential candidate in whose 
platform the demand for the regulation of 
trusts was the only rational feature. Thisis 
the movement which Mr. Morgan and Mr.

When the people 
have recovered their breath they will begin 
to ask with some anxiety, How will the 
United States Steel company use fte seem- 
ingly irresistible power? 

We have pointed out that the colossus 
has before its feet paths of wisdom and 
safety. It also has paths of peril. As we 
make iron and steel cheaper than any other 
country, it follows that so much of the Ding- 
ley tariff as relates to the industry is either 
absurd or vicious, and should be repealed. 

But if the colossus should be content to 
retain the present duties, or even seek high- 
er rates to enable it to practice extortion 
in the domestic market, what Ways and 
Means committee of the dominant party 
would have the adamantine fortitude to re- 
sist its demands, even though the people 
were clamoring at the doors of Congress 
for the excision of the trust-breeding clauses 
of the tariff? 

The shipping industry is a puling babe 
compared to the steel combination, but a 
committee of its leading men drew a per- 
fectly selfish subsidy bill which only the 
most tireless effort and vigorous protest have
